King slaying report 


James Earl Ray’s Lake Zurich 
brother Jerry has termed the Justice 
Department’s reported conclusion that 
Ray acted alone in the assassination of 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. a ‘’rubber 
stamp, of the Federal. Bureau of 
Investigation report.” 

United Press International said 
Wednesday that the Justice 
Department has concluded in a 148- 
page unreleased report that Ray was 
not a part of a conspiracy to slay the 
civil rights leader.

Ray said investigators from the 
Justice Department tried to talk with 
him several weeks ago but he would not 
give them any information. 

“James’ hopes lie in the Sprague 
committee/’ Ray said of the House 
investigation and staff director and 
chief counsel Richard Sprague. 

Sprague has said his staff has 
amassed nearly a thousand 
unanswered questions and new 
evidence relating to the deaths of both 
riien. / 

Jerry Ray said his brother James 
hopes to testify before the House 
committee within the next few months. 
J^mes is willing to testify under oath 
and take a lie detector test, Jerry said. 

UPI did not reveal how it learned of ; 
the conclusion. The report 
“apparently” has been withheld 
“because of the Justice Department’s 
concern not to appear to be interfering 
in current House attempts to authorize 
a' special committee to reopen the 
investigation of the murders of King 
and John Kennedy,” URI said 

The J ustice Department has declined
